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POLICEMEN MUST 
INSPECT GARBAGE 


bnict Kiely Orders Daily 
“Alley Review. 


WILL REPORT NON-COLLECTION 


SUMMONSES FOR THOSE WHO 
CLUTTER UP ALLEYS. 


Health Department Must Enforce Con- 
tract, but Police Will Furnish 
Data and See That Garbage 
Is Properly Deposited. 


In an interview-with the Post-Dispatch 
Chief of Police Kiely Thursday said that he 
had instructed the patrolmen and sergeants 
that it was one of their imperative duties 
to go through alleys and see that collec- 
tions of garbage were made daily in accora- 
ance with the terms of the ordinances. 

“While this order has been in force for 
several months,’’ said Chief Kiely, ‘“‘I will 
see to it that a general order is issued soon, 
and the importance of the work will be 
pointed out in more positive terms than 
heretofore, 

“St. Louis must be kept clean, and the 
new manual devotes 30 pages to instruc- 
tions on this score. I will hold the cap- 
tain of each district responsible for this. 
The captain will hold the sergeant of the 
precinct responsible, and the sergeant will 
hold the patrolmen on his beat responsible 
for the cleanliness of the city. 


City Will Give 
First Cleaning. 

“The patrolmen are instructed to g0 
through the alleys on their beats every day. 
If any alley is littered with such an ac- 
cumulation of ashes or trash that it would 
be too great a task for the tenants of the 
block to restore it, the city will clean the 
alley. After it is cleaned the tenants will 
be held responsible, and, for any failure 
on their part to keep the alley or street free 
from litter, summonses will be issued, and 
the persons so offending will be sent to the 
police court. 

“I will hold the police department re- 
sponsible for thig, and any complaint from 
a citizen, filed at police headquarters or at 
the district police station, will receive 
prompt and careful attention. 

‘The dally collection of garbage, as re- 
quired by the Ordinances, will be obtained 
if the efforts of the police department will 
avail anything. The patrolman must go 
through every alley on his beat every day 
and see if the garbage collection is madé 
in conformity with the ordinances. The 
sergeant will cover as much of his terri- 
tory as he can and see that his patrolmen 
are doing their duty. 


Neglect Reports 
for Health Officers. 

“In the event that it is discovered that 
there has been neglect in this matter of 
collecting garbage, a detailed report will be 
made out and forwarded to the health de- 
partment. The enforcement of the collec- 
tion is then up to that department. The po- 
lice department is not empowered to take 
further proceedings than reporting to the 
health department, but in the event that 
the health department wants evidence, 
this department will undertake to furnisl? 
all the evidence it may require. The en- 
forcement of the collection of garbage 
must come from the health department, as 
that body makes the contract and is re- 
sponsible. The police department furnishes 
an inspection free of cost to them, and 
we are willing to do all in our power to 
assist in making the garbage collectors do 
their duty. It is in our power to compel 
the householders to do their duty, and our 
men are required to secure summonses 
against persons depositing matter in the 
streets or alleys in violation of the ordi- 
nances. 

“The enforcement of the garbage collec- 
tions is a civil matter between the collector 
and the health department and that.de- 
purtment alone can make the collectors do 
their duty. Any failure to collect garbage 
will be investigated by the police depart- 
ment, on its being reported, and the de- 
tailed report filed with the health depart- 
ment.’’

EUGENE T. SAWYER. 
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Tracey Was Desperado in His 
Youth, Says an Old Associate 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 7.—The Rev. 
Robert C. Wuestenberg, pastor of the 
Woodland Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church in this city, was a boyhood as- 
sociate of Harry Tracy, the Western out- 
law, and today gave his recollections of 
the boy as he knew him. 

It was at Bellefontaine, O., that Mr. 
Wuestenberg first met Tracy. The latter 
was then 14 years old, and he had, ap- 
parently, developed all the characteristics 
that have since made him one of the worst 
desperadoes in the West. 

“Harry Tracy was born at Louisville, 
Ky. said Mr. Wuestenberg. “His father 
was a well-known and respected traveling 
man.

“Being without the gentle and restrain- 

influence of a mother, Harry soon de- 
veloped into a street arab, and became 
wild and unruly. What impressed me most 
of all was his extreme cruelty even as a

[I remember that the boys were dig- 
gusted with his cruelty. He seemed to 
have no sort of feeling for dumb animal«.

the rear of the foundry. With Tiffany was 
Duncan Ross, who was about to relieve 
Tiffany and assume charge of the post. 
The bullet struck Ross in t 
forehead, but was turned aside by his hat, 
which was ripped open around the brim. 
Ross fell flat upon the wall, and at che 
same moment, probably supposing that his 
companion was killed, Tiffany jumped to 
the ground on the outside of the inclosure, 
taking his rifle with him. Tracy and Moer- 
rill climbed the wall, and, puliing up their 
ladder after them, placed it on the outside, 
amid a rain of seven bullets sent at them 
by Deputy Warden Dilley and Guard Jay 
McCormick, and descended to the ground. 
Ross regained his feet and called to Tiffany 
to come back upon the wall, declaring they 
could best fight there. Tiffany called for 
Ross to jump to the ground and assist in 
heading off the escapes. Ross obeyed, and, 
as the two men started to run around the 
wall, they came face to face with the des- 
peradoes. The guards dodged toward the 
wall and attempted to shield themselves by 
the slight projections on its surface. 

Tracy and Merrill were determined, and 
having the drop on the guards, ordered 
them to come out and surrender. This 
Tiffany and his companion did. The out- 
laws then marched Tiffany and Ross in 
front of ther, using them as shieids until 
the bridge spanning the creek 40 yards 
from the penitentiary wall was reached. 

While on the march to‘the bridge Tracy 
swore repeatedly, and cursed Tiffanv. He 
seemed to be working himself into a pas- 
sion, and on arriving at the bridge Tracy 
sent a bullet through the guard. As Tirf- 
fany fell he knocked down Ross, and the 
latter lay perfectly still while the two 
convicts hurried for the brush ahead. Be- 
fore leaving Ross and Tiffany, the mur- 
derers took the latter's rifle. emptied his 
cartridge belt and threw the empty gun 
and belt to the ground. Then the long 
pursuit began. 


THE MURDER OF MERRILL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 7. — Outlaw 
Tracy's own story of his murder of Mer- 
rill, the convict with whom he escaped 
from the Oregon prison, is characteristic 
of the desperado. 

“I shot him in the back,” sald Tracy, 
while conversing with Frank Scott, wer: 
accompanied him to Seattle on the N. & 


8. launch. 

“We re The day before the quar 
rel we found a newspaper which contained 
an account of our escape and the pu.suit. 
That account gave Merrill equa! cvedit with 
myself for the deeds which I alone com- 
mitted. The newspapers s:nce we escaped 
have all along persisted in giving him 
equal credit for the escape and the get- 
away with me. The fact of the case is he 
did not have the nerve of a rabbit. He al- 
ways wanted to sneak through the coun- 
try, keeping under cover, and preferr«d to 
go hungry rather than show himself for 
the purpose of getting food. 

“No man can take me alone. And if I 
had a proper traveling companion, a man 
of nerve, I couldn't be taken by a regiment 
of deputies. 

“If Iam shot it will be from behind. And 
with another man to guard the opposite 
direction, a man of some nerve who knew 
how to handle a gun, we could go wherever 
we wanted to and not be compelled to keep 
under cover a portion of the time, as I am 
in traveling alone. 

“But Merrill wee n. g He was never 
anything but an impediment to me, and I 
am glad he is out of the way. I never 
could trust him on guard, except in places 
where there was no danger anyway, and 
then he was.so frigntened that at times 
he would wake me up needlessly in the 
fens that we were being surrounded. 

“So when I got a 2vopy of the newspaper, 
and saw that the reporters and the people 
thought h3 had some nerve, it made me hot. 
I thought at first I would shake hirn and 
travel alone, but before we agre2d to sep- 
arate I taunted him with his cowardice, 
and he got huffy. Then we agreed to fight 
a dvel. This was in the woods in Lewis 
County, not far from Chehalis =) 

“We agreed to start together from a 
line, and walk 10 steps each in opposite 
directions from each other, and then turn 
simultaneously and begin firing. From his 
haggling in arranging the terms I was con- 
vineed that he was intending to turn be- 
fore he had taken the 10 steps, and I was 
determined not to let him get the drop on 


me, 
“So. when I had taken e'ght steps, 1] 
turned around and took a shot at him. I 
hit him in the back. The first shot did not 
finish him, and I shot again. I then con- 
cealed the body in the brush and proceed- 
ed on my way.

When Girl’s Father Procured Rifle the 
Murderer Shot Himself and Fell 
on Body of His Dead 
Wife. 


Lillie Watkins, in whose 16 years of life 
more than one had been spent in marital 
misery, was brutally murdered by Riley 
Watkins, her husband, in the presence of 
her little sisters in front of her home, 5304 
Wise avenue, at 7 o’clock Wednesday night. 
Having made sure that his wife was dead, 
Watkins killed himself. 

The double crime was the sequel of the 
persecution of a man, who tried to force 
an unwilling woman to live with him when 
she could no longer submit to his abuse. 

Lillie De Moss was a mere slip of a girl, 
living with her father, Louls De Moss, 4 
carpenter, when Watkins, a lusty young 
laborer, 27 years of age, came wooing her. 
His attentions were never graciously re- 
ceived, either by the girl or her parents. 

Watkins was a widower, and it was com- 
mon report that he had led his wife a 
stormy life. So that when he began to call 
at the house of De Moss he was coolly re- 
ceived. He was of a persistent, stubborn 
disposition, and would not be brooked ia 
any of his desires. 

After a short courtship he won the con- 
sent of the child by means of bluff and 
threats, who, according to the reports of 
the neighbors, was simply terrified into be- 
coming his wife. 

They were married in February, 1901, and 
at once went to live with the bride’s pa- 
rents. 

After a few weeks of comparative happi- 
ness and quiet, Watkin’s real character be- 
gan to assert itself. The girl-wife com- 
plained to her mother that Watkins, in fits 
of intoxication, beat her, and showed her 
bruised body in evidence.

BRIEF ODDITIES.

This candidate for the world 
record is double from the surface of the 
ground up; the two parts are knit together 
in a David-and-Jonathan-like embrace to 
a height of about five feet seven inches, 
where they separate into huge branches, 
the largest having a circumference of three 
feet.

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ASK WRIGHT’S PROSECUTION: 


. Victims of London Promoter Said to 


Have Lost $100,000,000. 
LONDON, Aug. 7.—The official receiver 
announces that he has issued summonses 
against Whitaker Wright and Robert Le- 
man to recover $750,000 in connection with 
share transactions between the Britisn- 
American Corporation and the failed Lon- 


don and Globe Finance Corporation, 
limited. In the same report the receiver 
says that for the present it is not proposed 
to prosecute the directors of the London & 
Globe Co., for misfeasance: 

The city, however, is displaying the deep- 
est interest in the London & Globe group 
of companies and the demand that the pub- 
lic prosecutor act is increasingly insistent. 
A special petition has been circulating on 
the stock exchange and signed by many in- 
fluential men demanding the prosecution of 
Whitaker Wright, and it {s considered that 
the credit of the city and the stock ex- 
change demand a thorough investigation 
of the London & Globe methods of finance. 
Probably the full extent of the money lost 
to the public by the company will never be 
known, but financial experts now estimate 
it at upwards of $100,000,000. The floata- 
tions for which Wright was responsible ag- 

regated 41, with the enormous capital of 

111,775,000, and, with few exceptions, all 
these companies are either in lIiquidation, 
have been absorbed or are defunct. What 
the shareholders will recover from. the 
crash may be imagined from the announce- 
ment that the creditors of the London & 
(Jlobe will receive only 5 per cent and that 
nothing remains for the shareholders.

ABSENCE NO PROOF OF DEATH. 


Appellate Court Denied Wife’s Insur- 
ance Claim. 

Judges Bland and Barclay of the Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion from which 
Judge Goode dissented, reversed the de 
cision of the Circuit Court in the suit of 
Lena Winter against the Knights of 
Pythias. She sued for $2000 on a policy in 
the order issued in favor of her husband, 
Gustav Winter. He disappeared in Janu- 
arv, 1894, and has not since been heard of. 
After his disappearance, Mrs. Winter de- 
manded the money and was told she must 
wait seven-years before her husband would 
be legally dead, in the absence of any provuf 
as to what had become of him. At the 
end of the seven years she repeated her 
demand, and the order refused to pay her. 
Then she sued and recovered judgment for 
$2088. The Knights of Pythias appealed, 
and two of the appellate judges reversed the 
decision, holding that the trial judge erred 
in handling the cage.
